ArticLE 1.—To choose » Moderator to presifle at said meeting.

Smith, all to be voted on one ballot, and ‘to choose all other 
necessary Town officers. 

Axr, 3.—To take action under Chap. 100, Sec. 5 of the public 
Statues. The vote must be by seperate ballots, Yes or No, 
in answer to the question : “ Shall licenses be granted for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in this’ Town ?” 

Axr. 4.—To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, School 

Jommittee, and act thereon. 

Arr. 5.—To take action in relation to raising money to defray 

the necessary expenses of the Town for the ensuing year, 

and make appropriations for the same. 


Arr. 6.—To see what method the Town will adopt for the main- 
tainance and repairs of highways and bridges for the ensuing 
year. 

Arr. 7.—To revise and accept the list of Jurors as submitted by 
the Selectmen. 

Arr. 8.—To see if the Town will make an appropriation for the 
public library and choose a committee for same. 


Arv. 9.—To see if the Town wil! vote to instruct its Treasurer 
to make temporary loans on the approval of the Selectmen, 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes. 
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Art. 10.—To see if the Town will vote to raise three per cent. 
on amount of Town grant, State and County taxes, the 
same to be allowed to them who shall pay their taxes on or 
before Aug. 1, 1887. 


Art. 11.—To see what the Town will do with the money re- 
ceived from the County, called the dog fund. 


Art. 12.—To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to be used for repair of Town house. 

Art. 13.—To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
the claim of this Town against the ‘Town of Amherst for aid 
extended to Clara Billings, a pauper of that Town. 


Art. 14.—To see if the Town will raise money for the purpose 
of a sinking fund.

We congratulate the Town on the efficiency of their Col- 
lector, Victor Bardwell, for the last year, who has paid into the 
Treasurer every dollar of the taxes placed in his hands for col- 
lection, except the Smith charity’s tax.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The library continues to prosper. When I was first ap- 
pointed librarian its patrons could be numbered on my two hands. 
Today there are 160 names upon the list of those who take books 
from the library. 

The number of volumes in the library March Ist, 1886, was 


959. There have been added during the year now closing 71 
volumes. 


Mrs. Emily W. Colton, of New Haven, Ct., has generously 
given $100 to be spent ia the purchase of books for the library. 
The selection has been made by a committee of her own selection 
and the books ordered. It is expected they will be in their 
places by March Ist. 


It is earnestly hoped that Mrs. Colton’s generosity may lead 
to greater interest in, and more generous appropriations for the 
increase of the library on the part of the town.
